Amos  Otis,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir,  I  hope  that  you  •  and 
Mr.  Pulsiver  have  before  this  time 
arranged  the  matter  concerning 
the  old  Records — of  which  you 
wrote  me  -something  in  your  last 
letter.  I  have  never  been  satis- 
fied with  the  view  presented  by 
Shurtleff,  as  appears  in  the  in- 
troduction to  his  first  printed  vol. 
of  the  P.  Colony  Records. 

The  box  made  by  order  of  Mr. 
Davis  has  been  in  P.  Hall  several 
weeks— and  your  sketch  of  the 
discovery  .1  have  had  enclosed  in 
a  glass  frame  and  placed  beside 
the  case.  I  have  thought  -it  best 
to  print  the  statement  above 
mentioned,  but  have  delayed  it, 
hoping  to  have  the  further  state- 
ment wiiich  you  proposed  to  pre- 
pare. 

When  I  visited  you  last  summer 
we  had  some  conversation  respect- 
ing some  old  buildings,  one  of 
which  in  particular,  that  had  been 
taken  down  in  your  day— I  am 
not  sure  wiiether  a  block  house  or 
not.  Its  walls  were  filled  in  I 
think  with  stone,  loam  (Sec.  I 
should    be  .much  obliged  if  you 


would  give  me  a  description  of 
the  manner  in  which  these  walls 
were  constructed  for  I  have  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  wails  of 
our  first  fort  in  1022  on  the  old 
burial  ground  here,  were  built 
much  in  the  same  manner.  In 
1624  it  was  described  as  "a  fort 
with  a  watch  tower,  well  built  of 
stone,  lome  &  wood  their  ordnance 
well  mounted."  I  have  had  some 
^excavations  made  and  propose 
making  more,  but  thus  far  find 
no  remains  of  the  foundation  or 
remains  of  any  kind.

Your  esteemed  letter  of 
July  4th  and  the  cane  accompany- 
ing the  same  were  duly  received 
:    by  me  and  an    answer   to  your 
'    favor  was  partially  prepared  the 
day  after,  which  the  various  inter- 
ruptions of  the  office  duties  pre- 
.    vented  .me  from  finishing— so  that 
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I  must  beg  you.  to  receive  thisi 
excuse,  for  what,  at  first  sight! 
might  seem,  intentional  neglect.  I 
esteem  your  gift  to  the  Pilgrim 
Society,  as  very  valuable— and  the 
same  has  been  duly  entered  in  the 
Record  and  placed  in  the  cabinet 
with  other  memorials.  The  mem 
cry  of  Gov.  Prince  is  justly  held 
in  veneration,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  have  such  a  memorial  of  his 
horticultural  taste,  preserved.  The 
other  articles  named  by  you  would 
be  important  acquisitions  and  I 
earnestly  hope  the  present  owner 
under  his  own  hand,,  will  transfer 
them  to  our  care—  to  gratify  the 
increasing  curiosity  of  visitors  to 
gaze  on  things  which  are  known 
to  have  been  used  by  some  old 
Pilgrim. 

I  have  earnestly  desired  to  visit 
the  Gape  this  summer —  but  could 
not  find  leisure.  I  see  by  the 
papers  that  you  of  Cape  Cod  are 
to  have  a  celebration  on  the  11th 
of  Nov. — and  I  like  such  a  plan  so 
well  that  I  shall  if  possible  be 
there.  I  should  think  the  celebra- 
tion ought  to  be  on  the  21st  of 
Nov.,  new  style,  being  the  day  on 
which  the  Mayflower  anchored  in 
Province  Town,  and  just  one  month 
from  the  landing  at  Plymouth. 
I  suppose  the  11th,  o.  style,  was 
selected  for  celebration  as  matter 
importance  of  Cape  Cod  in  laying 
the  foundations  of  New  England 
institutions,  seem  not  to  have  been 
generally  estimated  so  highly  as 
they  deserve— and  I  hope  the  as 
sociation  of  her  distinguished  s-ons 


will  tend  not  only  to  the  illustra- 
tion   of    her  history  but  promote 
that  social  harmony  of  feeling  in 
regard  to  early  times  which  needs 
to  be  increased  and  strengthened 
throughout  the  Old  Colony.

I  send  you  a  Book  just  out—  re- 
lating to  Pilgrim  concerns,  and 
you  will  please  accept  of  the  same.. 
I  think  you  will  be  interested  in 
that  part  of  the  book  coinmencing 
on  page  103 —  more  particularly 
that  on  page  109—  also  page  9G. 
In  a  proposed  2d  Edition  of  the 
''Guide  to  Plymouth  and  Recollec- 
tions of  the  Pilgrims,"  I  propc^e 
to  enlarge  on  the  subject  of  Cape 
Cod  history—  so  far  as  can  be 
done  in  such  a  work.  This  work 
will  require  some  time  and  will 
embrace  a  more  full  and  con- 
nected account  of  Pilgrim  history 
than  was  contained  in  the  first 
Edition,  which  has  been  out  of 
print  for  some  six  months.

In  answer  to  my 
enquiries  recently,  Mr.  Fowler,  our 
representative,  informed  me  that 
the  national  painting,  the  signing 
of  the  compact  on  board  the  May- 
flower, was  nearly  done,  which  1 
was  much  gratified  to  hear.

ham, that  you  are  somewhat  inter- 
ested in  the  antiquities  of  your 
town  and  are  engaged  in  forming 
a  "plan  of  the  town  according  to 
the  original  grants. 

On  the  Yarmouth  Records,  I 
found  the  following  grant  recorded 
— "given  and  granted  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Thornton,  his  heirs"  v^vc, 
"forever,  by  the  committee  25th 
January  1680,  about  4  acres  of  up- 
land and  meadow  at  the  eastern 
end  of  it,  be  it  more  or  less,  ly- 
ing and  being  on  the  neck,  where 
said  Thornton's  house  now  stands, 
at  the  south  side,  the  form  of  it 
thus  (triangular),  bounded  south- 
erly by  Mr.  Thornton's  30  acre 
lot,  easterly  by  the  brook  of 
water" — The  above  description  is 
very  minute  and  circumstantial, 
and  it  would  give  me  great  satis- 
faction to  know  the  site  of  the 
Revd.  Thomas  Thornton's  house. 

If,  at  your  leisure,  you  will  do 
me  the  favor  to  send  me  some 
notes  or  plan  imd  location  of  the 
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above,  you  will  very  much  oblige 
me.

Mr.  Phinney  in  his  letter  says  that 
"the  two  first  names  of  Thomas 
and  Abigail  Smiths  children  were 
torn  from  the  top  of  the  leaf," 
possibly  Samuel  was  one  of  these 
names.  ,  There  still  remains  one 
way  of  finding  this  out.  Thomas 
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Smith,  Senior,  died  Dec.  9th,  1700 
The  Probate  office  at  Barnstable 
may  contain  the  record  of  his 
will,  and  in  that,  probably,  his 
son  Samuel  (if  he  had  any)  will 
he  named,  or  it  may  occur  in  the 
distribution  of  the  property.  The 
next  chance  to  find  Samuel  wi 
he  in  the  settlement  of  Shubael 
Smith's  property  who  died  after 
1703,  probably,  as  his  son  Shubael 
was  born  Feb.  19,  1702-3.

My  friend,  the  Hon.  William 
Mitchell,  being  about  to  leave  the 
Island  for  a  short  visit  to  New 
York,  and  knowing  T  had  made 
some  researches  in  our  Island 
genealogy,  handed  me  your  letter 
of  the  7th  inst.  making  inquiries 
regarding  the  Mitchell  family.  1 


find  from  an  ancient  memoi'an- 
dum  in  the  possession  of  the  fam- 
ily, that    Richard    Mitchell  was 
born  at  Brickstown  in  the  Isle  ol 
Wight,  Great    Britain,     in  1080. 
That   he   was    educated  according 
to  the    Episcopal    church,  when 
grown  up  was  gay  and  thoughtless 
upon    religious    subjects,  served 
some      years     in     the  King's 
ships  or  Royal  navy,  afterwards  in 
1708  married  on  Rhode  Island  and 
settled  there;  became  convinced  of 
the  truth  as  held  by  the  Friends, 
and  joined  them,  and  was  a  man 
esteemed  for  his  piety  nnd  kin.i- 
ness  of  heart.    He  was-  brot  low 
by  sickness  about  the  beginning 
of  the  5th  mo.  1722,  bore  his  sick- 
ness   with    Christian  resignation 
and    patience    during  a  confine- 
ment of  about  twelve  weeks,  and 
died  on  the  24th  of  7  mo.  1722,  and 
was  buried  on  the  2()th    of  that 
month  from  the  Friends'  meeting 
house  in  Newport.      He    left  a 
widow  and  several  small  children. 

From  an  aged  woman,  a  widow 
of  a  descendant,  I  gather  the  fol- 
lowing:

She,  Mary,  was  born  8  of  7  mo. 
1715.

In  the  autumn  of  1850,  being  in 
the  office  of  the  town  clerk  in 
Chatham,  Mass.,  I  found  the  fol- 
lowing in  the  old  book  of  records: 
''James  Mitchell  ye  son  of 
William  and  Sarah    Mitchell  was 
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born  November  ye  -ith  A.  D.  1713. 
Recorded  by  me  Saml  Stewart 

Clerk. 

"Tabitha  Mitchell  ye  daughter  of 
William  and  Sarah  Mitchell,  v/as 
born  July  ye  19th  1720,  Mary,  dau. 
of  the  same  born  May  Aih  17:.'2. 

Saml  Stewart  Town  Clerk. 

"William  Mitchell  ye  son  of 
William  and  Sarah  Mitchell  was 
born  June  31,  1725." 

I  have  seen  no  other  mention 
of  this  last  family,  and  the 
Mitchells  here  know  nothing  about 
them.  The  Mitchells  of  Nantuck- 
et have  ever  been  among  our 
"First  Families."  Many  among 
them  have  been  rich,  they  liave 
been  land  owners  and  ship  ovvnera 
and  manufacturers.  In  my  boy- 
hood there  were  a  number  of  the 
name  who  were  wealthy,  but  the 
riches  of  the  family  have  taken 
flight,  and  the  elder  members 
have  died,  still  the  families  are 
intelligent  and  respectable. 

A  rhymer,  in  describing  the 
characteristics  of  the  different 
families  of  the  Island  some  60 
years  ago,  or  more,  calls  the  Mit- 
chells "good." 

They  were  formerly  mostly 
Quakers,  and  several  of  them  were 
ministers  or  elders  in  that  soci- 
ety. 'Tis  said  those  laborers  who 
worked  for  the  Mitchells,  if  they 
had  no  house  when  they  began 
to  work,  soon  acquired  one; 
whilst  those  who  worked  for  lonio 
other  families,  if  they  had  a 
house  when  they  began  to  work 
for  them,  soon  lost  it,  as  it  passed 
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into  the  hand^  of  their  employ-1 
ers. — Til  is,  which  I  believe  has 
some  foundation  in  truth,  will 
show  a  kind  and  benevolent  re- 
gard for  the  poor  laborers,  which, 
I  think,  justly  attaches  to  some  of 
the  past  members  of  that  family. 

I  am  sorry  T  cannot  give  more 
dates  and  facts  with  regard  to  the 
early  Mitchells — or  show  the  con- 
nection between  them  and  the] 
Chatham  family;  or  between  them 
and  Professor  Mitchell  of  Cincin- 
nati, or  Judge  Mitchell,  or  the 
Irish  patriot,  John  Mitchell,  for  I 
presume  they  all  are  branches  of 
one  family.  Should  you  be  able 
to  give  anything  further,  please 
write.

Early  Gardners  in  Yarmouth?—^ 
Thomas  Macy,  an  Early  Settler 
of  Hyannis? 


Nantucket,  October  28th,  1862. 
Amos  Otis,  Esq. 
Respected  Friend, 

I  intended  to  reply 
to  your  letter  speaking  of  some 
early  Gardners  in  Yarmouth  be- 
fore this  but  have  delayed.  I 
have  no  other  knowledge  of  them 
than  that  conveyed  by  your  letter. 
According  to  manuscript  genealo- 
gies which  I  have  seen  a  daughter 
of  John  Gardner  Jr.  and  Susannal 
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(Green)  Gardner  his  wife  named 
Priscilla  married  John  Lovell.  I 
have  not  been  able  by  researches 
here  or  by  any  correspondence 
with  gentlemen  of  Boston  and 
Salem  to  get  a  full  and  correct 
list  of  John  Gardner  Jr.'s  children 
with  dates  &c.  As  there  are  many 
Lovells  in  Barnstable  you  may  bo 
cognizant  of  the  marriage  of  a 
John  Lovell  with  Priscilla  Gardner. 
I  think  John  Gardner  Jr.  was 
born  in  Salem  about  1054  and  was 
dead  in  1698.  as  his  widow  mard 
a  Dr.  Flint  I  think  that  year. 

I  noticed  you  mention  Thomas 
Macy  as  an  early  settler  of  Hy- 
annis. Thomas  Macy  son  of  John 
and  Deborah  (Gardner)  Macy 
mard.  Deborah  Coffin  daughter  of 
Lieut.  John  and  Deborah  (Austin; 
Coffin  of  Edgartown  but  previous- 
ly of  Nantucket.  This  Thomas 
died  here  in  1759.  He  might  when 
a  young  man  have  resided  for 
awhile  in  Hyannis.  I  know  of  no 
other  Nantucket  Macy  who  could 
have  been  there  at  the  period  the 
paper  states. 

I  have  the  Patriot  since  some 
time  in  April  with  the  exception 
of  2  or  3  papers  not  reed.  here. 
I  have  not  seen  the  numbers 
speaking  of  Aliens,  Basselts, 
Bacons  &c.  Perhaps  and  probably 
some  of  them  mard.  Nantucket 
partners.  I  have  to  make  research 
for  every  piece  I  furnish  the  In- 
quirer. I  have  a  large  part  oC  the 
names  and  some  dates,  but  not 
near  all,  and  my  fa.'ts  and  dales 
occ.  are  not  arranged  in  on<^  book 
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but  contained  in  several  different 
ones  and  on  loose  papers.  I  have 
had  access  however  to  Mrs.  Bar- 
ney's Manuscript  work  which  is 
much  fuller  than  mine.  I  have  to 
consult  Wills  and  Deeds  as  I  find 
I  need  all  the  information  I  can 
get.  Some  former  residences  per- 
haps cannot  now  be  pointed  out 
B.  Franklin  Folger,  altho  not  in- 
fallible, knew  very  much  more 
than  all  Nantucket  combined  on 
the  genealogy  and  early  history 
of  the  island. 

Do  you  know  anything  about  the 
French  landing  here  in  1690.  more 
than  is  contained  in  the  history  of 
Rhode  Island  by  Lieut.  Gov.  Saml. 
Green  Arnold? 

Whether  .1  shall  be  able  to  con- 
tinue the  Genealogy  of  Nantucket 
families  is  a  question.  I  have  to 
strive  to  earn  a  livelihood  and  I 
find  it  takes  up  very  much  of  my 
time  to  furnish  even  such  poor 
and  in  many  respects  barren 
articles  as  the  9  I  have  written  for 
the  Inciuirer  are.  If  you  can  shed 
light  on  this  John  Lovell  and 
Priscilla  Gardner  marriage  I  shall 
be  thankful.

As 
you  perceived  from  my  address  I 
am  really  only  so  far,  with  con- 
fidence in  my  views,  as  the  for- 
mation of  the  Cape  in  general.  I 
am  next  going  to  trace  the  process 
by  which  the  peninsula  has  been 
cut  into  its  present  form  by  the 
encroachments  of  the  sea.  After 
this  the  formation  of  the  marshes 
will  have  to  be  considered  and 
last    only    the    work  of  man  in 
growing  and    digging,    ^ou  see 
what  extraordinary  range  of  study 
there  is  left    unoccupied,  and  I 
should  be  most  truly  grateful  if 
you  will  communicate  to  me  your 
remarks.    Never    think    them  too 
'ong  or  too  minute.

According  to  a  record  in  my 
possession  in  the  handwriting  of 
his  last  wife,  Solomon  Davis  was 
born  at  Barnstable,  June  25th, 
171G,  you  have  it  1715,  m.  Eliza- 
beth Wendell  of  Portsmouth,  N. 
H.,  Jan.  29th,  1750,  she  died  Feb. 
20th,  1777,  age  47,  at'  Plymouth. 
She  was  the  mother  of  all  his 
children.  He  afterwards  married 
her  sister,  Catherine  Wendell, 
Nov.  18th,  1777.  She  was  born 
Jan.  20th,  1742,  d.  April  7,  1808. 
He  died  June  6th,  1791.  Children 
of  the  above: 

John,  b.  May  19th,  1753. 

Solomon,  b.  Sept.  29th,  1754. 
died  at  sea,  Sept.  1789. 

Edward,  b.  Dec.  31,  1755,  died 
at  sea,  Nov.  11,  1808.

Davis,  and  in  the  Boston  directory 
of  1786  he  is  styled  a  merchant 
living  in  Tremont  St.  During  the 
seige  of  Boston  he  moved  his 
family  to  Cape  Cod.  He  was  an 
intimate  friend  of  Gov.  Hancock 
and  his  visit  to  him  was  a  mem- 
orable one  (as  related  by  my 
mother).  He  was  dining  witli  his 
Excellency  in  company  with  ,s''»me 
of  the  rare  wits  of  the  day.  .John 
Fiowe,  Joseph  Balch,  and  otiiers. 
Mr.  Davis  made  some  witty  re- 
mark, which  induced  Mr.  Balch  to 
say  to  him,  "Will  Davis,  you  had 
better  go  home  now  and  die.  for 
you  will  never  say  as  good  a  thing 
as  that  again."  On  liis  way  liome 
he  was  taken  suddenly  ili  an.d 
sat  down  on  the  steps  of  Kin --3 
chapel,  from  whence  he  was  re- 
moved to  his  house  in  the  vicin- 
ity, where  he  shortly  after  dit'd. 

There  are  descendants  of  Willni. 
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Davis  living  in  .  Boston,  females 
and  married. 

A  grandson  of  Isaac  Davis  lives 
in  Hartford,  Ct.,  Gustavus  F.  Davis 
president  of  the  city  bank.    He  is 
very  much  interested  in  the  name 
of  Davis;  he  made  a  pilgrimage 
ito  Barnstable  last  fall  to  see  the 
house  of  his  ancestor,  John  Davis, 
•  and  explored  the  burying  ground, 
finding  the  grave  stone  of  John 
-and  his  wife.    He  would  be  very 
happy  to  communicate    with  you 
on  the  subject.    I  can  give  you 
no  information  concerning  Joseph.

I  received  yours  of  the 
:26th  inst.  yesterday.  I  called  on 
Mr.  Benjamin  Blossom  and  Mrs 
Sally  Jones,  who  lived  on  or  neai 
the  residence  of  Captain  Nathaniel 
Fuller,  who  have  given  me  most 
►of  the  following  information. 


Capt.  "Nat"  owned  the  west  part 
of  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Mr. 
B.  Blossom  and  contained  about 
thirty-five  acres.  His  house  stood 
on  the  south  side  of  the  old  way 
leading  to  Sandy  Neck  and  near- 
ly opposite  B.  Blossom's  dwelling 
house. 

July  20th,  1783,  he  sold  his  farm 
on  Scorton  Neck  to  Edward  Wing 
and  removed  to  a  house  just  over 
the  town  line  in  Barnstable  and 
at  the  east  end  of  the  causeway 
leading    on    the    neck.    The  new 
road  passes  directly  over  the  site. 
The  house  was  taken  down  53  or 
4  years  ago.   By  the  deed  his  farm 
was  bounded  on  the  west  by  land 
of  John  Hoxie,  on  a  line  which 
ran     about     southwest,  parallel 
with  the  town  line,  until  it  come 
to  meadow  of    Paul    Jones  that 
course  would  cross  the  west  end 
of  the  causeway    that    leads  on 
Scorton  Neck.    And  I  can  get  no 
information  of  any  "bushy  swamp 
on  the  maine"    with    which  this 
is  "opposite."     There   is   a  cove 
w^hich  was     formerly    a  swamp 
front    of    Matthias  Smith's  house, 
which  this  line  would  be  "oppo- 
site," but  it  is  too  broad  and  in- 
definite to  be    mentioned    as  a 
landmark    for    this    purpose.  I 
know  of  no  bushy  swamp  corres- 
ponding with  the  town  liae.  Great 
changes  take  place  in  117  year>. 

Capt.  Nathaniel  Fuller  brought 
home  the  smallpox  on  his  return 
from  the  French  war,  of  which 
his  wife  and  two  daughters  died 
and  were  buried  on  Ihe  west  side 
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<tf  his  farm  midway  between  his 
iiouse  and  shore. 

Mrs.  Jones  thinks  .their  names 
were  Thankful  and  Abigail,  can- 
not tell  their  ages.  They  were 
>oung.    His  children  were 

Hannah,  who  married  Matthias 
'.Smith  and  was  deeply  pitted  by 
ine  disease. 

Lydia,  who  m.  Lasarus  Ewer. 
Joseph,  who  m.  Tabitha  Jones 
daughter  of  Josiah  Jones. 

Nathaniel,  who  m.  Ruhamah 
Jones,  daughter  of  Samuel  Jones. 

Capt.  Nathaniel  married  a  sec- 
ond wife.  Mrs.  Jones  thinks  her 
name  was  Thankful.  She  died 
when  he  removed  to  his  daughter 
Hannah's,  where  he  died  also  and 
his  house  and  lot  fell  to  Hannah 
JVIatthias  Smith  lived  in  a  house 
on  the  north  side  of  the  road,  in 
Tthe  orchard  opposite  Henry  Law- 
rence's dwelling  house.  Capt. 
"Nat"  is  represented  as  stern,  de- 
cided man,  not  fond  of  labor. 

Robert  Marshall,  the  Scotchman," 
<died  in  winter.  After  having  been 
kept  some  time  they  attempted  to 
bury  him.  On  carrying  him  by 
•hand  as  was  the  custom  of  that 
day,  to  the  burying  ground,  the 
snow  was  so  deep  they  found  it 
impracticable,  and  finding  a  suit 
able  place  in  the  grove  of  wood 
;as  it  was  then,  they  buried  him 
on  the  northeast  side  of  Scorton 
Hill.  The  grave  may  be  found  by 
^ascending  Scorton  Hill  on  the 
<east  side  to  about  two-thirds  of 
•its  height,  when  you  come  to 
.•stone  wall   that  runs  northeasterly! 


in  the  direction  of  Francis  Jones's 
barn.  Southeasterly  from  that 
wall  67  feet  and  northeast  by 
north  133  feet  from  the  wall  by 
the  county  road  is  poor  Robert's 
grave.  Capt.  Chase,  who  visited 
the  spot  with  me,  has  placed  two 
rough  stones,  one  at  the  head  and 
the  other  at  the  foot,  to  denote 
the  place. 

It  is  said  he  lived  either  in  the 
house  to  which  Capt.  Nafhaniel 
Fuller  removed  or  on  Scorton 
Neck.  I  have  not  been  al)le  to 
learn  positively  the  place.

Gorham  Parsons  some  yeai's  since, 
together  with  a  number  of  inter- 
esting papers,,  some  relating  to 
the  seige  of  Louisburg,  and  cannot 
find  any  trace  of  tlicm  now. 
There  is  in  town  a  fine  portrait 
of  Elizabeth  Gorham  painted  by 
Copeley.  It  is  now  owned  by  her 
grandchildren,  children  of  Capt. 
David  Low  and  Lucy  Rogers. 

The  silver  plate  you  speak  of 
was  probably  the  property  of  Col. 
Shubael  Gorham.  One  piece,  a 
tankard,  was  given  me  by  Susan- 
nah Gorham  a  year  or  two  before 
her  death  and  one,  a  can,  by  Mr. 
Gorham  Parsons.  Both  have  the 
arms  of  the  Gorham  family  en- 
graved upon  them. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  give 
nmch  information  which  you  did 
not  already  possess.  Should  have 
been  pleased  to  have  had  the 
means.

Well  Founded  Tradition  Concern- 
ing Barnstable  Baptist  Church. 


Barnstable,  Jan.  10,  186i. 
My  dear  sir - 

Thinking  that  the  fol- 
lowing account  may  be  of  interest 
to  you  historically  I  take  the 
liberty  to  forward  it. 

Lothrop  Hinckley. 
In  taking  down  the  Baptist  par- 
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sonage  house  recently,  I  found  the 
frame  (except  that  used  in  re- 
pairing) had  be<:'n  used  be  tore, 
and  evidently  in  sumo  puijlick 
building.  I  immediately  com- 
menced an,  inquiry  as  to  its  his- 
tory, and  have  at  last  succeeded  in 
getting  hold  of  traditionary  evi- 
dence in  relation  to  the  franie 
used  in  ths  construction.  Miss 
Betsey  Taylor,  now  in  her  Onth 
year  with  faculties  uninipaired, 
says  that  she  has  repeatedly  heard 
her  grandfather,  David  Phinney. 
say  that  (and  he  got  it  fj'om  his 
father,  Ebenezer  Phinney)  the 
frame  was  a  part  of  tiie  old 
meeting  house,  the  first  built  hern. 

Miss  Taylor  was  11  years  old 
when  her  grandfather  (David) 
died.  I  think  there  is  no  doubt 
the  above  is  a  true  history  of  a 
part  of  the  old  meeting  house. 
The  timber  was  as  sound  as  when 
taken  from  the  forest.

The  Lewises. — Joseph,  Thomas 
and  James  Graduates  of  Harvard, 
the  Former  a  Barnstable  School- 
master. 


The  Lewises  of  Hingham 
descended  from  George  Le\A'is  of 
Plymouth,  Scituate  and  Barnstable. 
His  son'  James  (as  appears  by 
Plymouth  Colony  Records)  mar- 
ried Sarah  Lane,  daughter  of 
George  Lane  ot  Hingham,  October, 
IG55.  (You  say  Oct.  31.  I  do  not 
find    'oi"    in    Plymouth  Colony 
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Records.)  Four  of  his  children 
-settled  in  Hiagham,  vz:  -John, 
Sarah,  Joseph  and  Susanna.  Of 
these  John  married  Hannah  Lin- 
cohi  Nov.  17,  1682.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Daniel  Lincoln  of 
Hingham.  John  Lewis  settled  in 
Hingham.  His  sister  Sarah,  who 
married  Thomas  Lincoln  Jan.  6, 
1685,  and  after  his  decease  Robert 
Waterman  20  Feb.  1698-99,  and  his 
sister  Susannah,  who  married 
Lazarus  Beal,  Feb.  16,  1690-91,  also 
became  residents  of  Hingbam. 

Joseph  Lewis,  brother  of  John 
•  and  son  of  James,  married  Sarah,! 
daughter  of    Thomas    Marsh  of 
•Hingham,  Feb.  3,  1702-3,  and  also 
settled  in  that  town. 

Following  John  and  Joseph  Lew- 
in  their    Hingham  settlement, 
.  and  beginning  with  John,  I  pro- 
^  ceed  to  give  a  list  of  his  children.

Elizabeth,  wife  of  Joseph  Lewi&, 
died  Sept.  1,  1736,  aged  45.®  Joseph 
Lewis,  father  of  this  numerous 
family,  died  Aug.  22,  1767,  aged  91. 

Of  this  family,  the  larger  part 
married  and  died  in  Hingham,  and 


their  descendants  can  be  traced 
still  further  if  desired,  but  the 
genealogy  would  not  add  much  to 
a  History  of  Barnstable.  But  1 
will  add  some  further  account  of 
three  of  the  sons  of  Joseph  Lew- 
is, who  were  graduates  of  Har- 
vard college,  viz: 

Joseph  graduated  in  1725.  After 
he  had  completed  his  education 
he  resided  in  Boston,  where  he 
was  a  merchant.  He  afterwards 
removed  to  Hingham  and  taught 
school  for  a  considerable  number 
of  years.  Among  those  who  re- 
ceived his  instruction  was  Lt.  Gov. 
Levi  Lincoln.  Mr.  Lewis  was  not 
a  very  prominent  citizen.  He 
died  Jan.  14,  1780,  aged  81. 

Thomas  Lewis,  brother  of  the 
preceding,  was  graduated  in  17-J8. 
He  studied  divinity  and  preached 
occasionally.  He  was  not  very 
successful  in  life  owing  to  his 
habits.  He  died  in  Hingham 
April  4,  1787.  He  married  Mary 
Lawson  in  1736,  and  had  a  laree 
family  of  children.  Some  of  bis 
descendants  are  very  respectable 
citizens  of  Hingham. 

James  Lewis,  brother  of  the 
preceding,  was  graduated  in  1731. 
Ee-  removed  to  Marshfield,  mar- 
ried Lydia  Rogers  of  that  town, 
had  five  sons  and  one  daughter 
(of  whose  families  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lewis  of  Marshfield,  a  descendant 
of  Rev.  Daniel  of  Pembroke,  has 
a  full  account).  He  was  a  school 
master  in  Marshfield  for  many 
years  and  was  worn  out    m  Hie 
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service.  He  died  in  that  town, 
but  I  have  not  the  date  of  his 
death. 

In  a  note  which  Ui\  Libby,  libra- 
rian of  Harvard  college,  addressed 
to  me  in  1857,  he  says  "\Vm 
Winthrop's  interleaved  triennial 
says  of  Lewis  of  1824  'school  mas 
ter  at  Hingham'  and  nothing  more. 
Of  Lewes  of  1725  it  says  'preach 
er  and  (erased)  years  school  mas- 
ter at  Barnstable.'  The  erasure 
seems  to  be  of  'many'  and  over 
it  to  be  written  '40'." 

Now  as  Thomas  and  James 
spelled  their  name  Lewes,  I  pre 
sume  their  elder  brother  wrote  his 
in  the  same  way.  If  so  he  w^as 
the  graduate  of  1725,  and  the 
Barnstable  school  master  graduated 
in  1724.  I  think  this  inference' 
drawn  from  the  mode  of  spelling 
their  names,  a  fair  one.  If  it  is 
not  so  you  must  settle  the  date 
of  your  school  master's  graduation 
by  data  obtainable  perhaps  within 
your  precinct. 

Thus  I  have  given  you  all  I 
can  which  will  be  of  any  use  to 

If  I  can  add  to  your  stock  oi 
information  about  the  Lewises, 
you  must  say  so;  and  you  must 
indicate  its  character.

In  your  first  letter  about  the 
Lewises  you  give  the  following. 

"Mary  m.    Thomas    Linculn  0 
June  1084"— 

I  could  find  no  such  record  here, 
and  thought  there  must  be  some 
mistake.    So  there  was. 

Mr.  Henry  Hersey  informs  me 
that  Gen.  Benjamin  Lincoln's 
grandmother  was  Mary  Lewis  of 
Barnstable  and  he  would  send  me 
the  date  and  the  authority  if  he 
could  find  it.  But  I  could  not 
sleep  upon  this  statement  without 
a  search.  This  is  the  result,  from 
Rev.  Peter  Hobart's  Diary, 

"1695  January  17  Benjamin  Lin- 
coln married  Mary  Lewis  at  Barn- 
stable." This  corrects  all  miscon- 
ceptions and  kills  your  Harwich 
theory. 

This  Benjamin  Lincoln  was  the 
son  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Fear- 
ing) Lincoln,  and  a  grandson  of 
Thomas  Lincoln,  the  cooper,  one 
of  the  heads  of  our  numerous 
families  of  Lincoln.  (See  Gen. 
Register  for  this  month.) 

This  Benjamin,  who  married 
Mary  Lewis,  was  the  father  of  Cul. 
Benjamin  Lincoln,  who  was  the 
father  of  Gen.  Benjamin  Lincoln 
of  the  Army  of  the  Revolution. 

I  give  you  the  whole  line— 

1  Thomas  Lincoln,  the  cooper, 
was  here  in  1636,  died  1691. 

2  Benjamin  Lincoln,  son  oi  the 
cooper  captain  16  i3,  died  1700.

4  Benjamin  Lincoln,  son  of  Ben- 
jamin and  Mary  (Lewis)  Lincoln, 
born  Aug.  17,  1099;  died  March  1, 
1771.  A  colonel  and  member  of 
the  council  many  years. 

5  Gen.  Benjamin  Lincoln,  son 
of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth  (Nor- 
ton-Thaxter)  Lincoln,  born  Jan. 
24,  1733;  died  May  8,  1810.  Gen. 
Lincoln's  mother  was  a  daughter 
of  Col.  Samuel  Thaxter.  She  m. 
Capt.  John  Norton.  He  died.  She 
then  married  Col.  Lincoln,  who 
w^as  the  father  of  the  general. 

Ebenezer  Lincoln  of  Hingham, 
my  maternal  ancestor,  was  a  son 
of  the  Thomas  Lincoln  who  mar- 
ried your  Sarah  Lewis,  d.  of 
James,  Jan.  6,  1685. 

Thus,  my  mother,  Lydia  (Bates) 
Lincoln,  was  a  daughter  of  Jesse 
Bates  and  his  wife  Abigail  Barnes, 
daughter  of  Cornelius  Barnes  and 
Elizabeth  Lincoln,  daughter  of 
Ebenezer  Lincoln  above  mentioned 
son  of  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Sarah 
Lewis.

Ebenezer  Lincoln  through  whom 
I  trace  my  own  descent  on  my 
mother's  side,  from  the  Lewises 
of  Barnstable,  married  Hannah 
Walley  Allyn,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Allyn  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Otis 
Allyn.  Thomas  Allyn  was  a  son 
of  Samuel  Allyn  and  his  wife, 
Hannah  (Walley)  Allyn.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Rev  Thomas  Wal- 


ley. So  if  the  foregoing  is  corroct 
I  number  among  my  ancestors  the 
Lewises,  Walleys,  Allyns  and 
Otises  of  Barnstable.  On  my 
father's  side  I  also  have  a  descent 
from  the  Otises,  his  mother  be- 
ing a  daughter  of  Ephraim  Otis 
of  Scituate.  But  this  postscript 
has  not  much  to  do  with  your 
history.

I  have 
copies  of  some  wills,  of  which  the 
following  are  abstracts. 

Peter  Warden  "the  eldei."  will 
dated  9  Feb.  1639  (1638-9?)  i.rovrMi 
5  March  following,  and  recorded 
in  Plymouth  Prob.  Rec.  i.  33, 
names  no  relative  or  legatee  <'X- 
cept  son  Peter  and  grandson  John 
Lewis,  a  minor  at  the  date  of  the 
will.  To  his  son  Peter,  he  gives 
(among  other  things)  "ale  my 
lands,  leases,  tenements,  with 
goods  movable  and  immoval»le  m 
the  town  of  Clayton  in  the  Cr.un- 
ty  of  Lankester"  &c. 

Peter  Warden  (2d)  aged  about 
71,  will  9  Jan.  1679  (1679-80?)  with 
codicil  29  July  1680,  proved  3- 
Mar.  1680-1,  and  recorded  in  Ply- 
mo.  Prob.  Recs-.  iv,  72,  73.  names 
wife  Mary,  son  Samuel,  daughters 
Mary,  wife  of  John  Burge,  Mercy, 
Martha,  wife  of  Joseph  Severens, 
and  son  Kenelm  Winsiow. 

Widow  Mai-y  Warden,  will  26 
Mar.  1686,  proved  31  May  1687, 
recorded  Barnstable  Prob.  Recs.  i, 
12,  names  son  Samuel  and  daugh- 
ters Mary  Burge,  Mercy  Winsiow 
and  Martha  Seavernce. 

Hence  it  appears  that  I  ho  fn'st 
Kenelm    Winsiow    on    the  Cape- 
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married  Mercy,  daughter  of  the 
second  Peter  Warden:  but  I  find 
no  evidence  that  they  were 
cousins. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  Mer- 
cy, which  occurred  22  Sept.  1G88, 
Mr.  Winslow  married  Damari^ 
,  but  1  know  not  when,  noi 
what  was  her  family  name.  Can 
you  inform  me?  She  survived  hei 
husband  several  years. 

Judah    Berry     married  Mary 
daughter  of  John    Freeman,  Jr. 
and  granddaughter  of  Major  John 
Freeman.    Had  they    a    son  or 
grandson  named  Scotto  Berry? 
remember  seeing  such  a  name  on 
a  gravestone  in  Brew^ster,  and 
son  of  the  person    there  buried 
recently  died  in    Hardwick,  over 
eighty  years  old.

Dear  Sir: 

Since  seeing  you,  I  have 
busy  indeed,  and  take  my 
chance  to  write  to  you. 

In  Providence,  I  found  the  first 
purchase, of  Samuel  Worden,  in 
July,  1695.  He  bought  250  acres 
in  the  Pettiquamsett  purchase,  of 


Benedict  and  James  Arnold  of 
Newport  and  Jamestown.  and 
bought  and  sold  in  i696  and  hVJT. 
This  I  found  by  accident— 
H.  Rousmaniere,  a  gentleman 
descended  from  one  of  the  French 
families  who  came  to  Newport,, 
during  the  Revolution.  ha\ing 
charge  of  the  State  Department  in 
its  transition  state,  and,  iiappen- 
ing  to  know  all  about  it,  let  me 
into  every  avenue  of  information, 
perhaps,  available. 

I  also  found  there  some  fur- 
ther volumes  of  the  Plymoutli 
Records,  which  contained  further 
notices  of  Peter  and  Samuel  Wor- 
den, the  n:iost  interesting  of  wliieh, 
to  my  generous  host,  Captain 
Crowefl,  is,  that,  many,  many 
years  ago,  Saml.  Worden  had  quite 
an  accusation  against  a  Crowe  or 
Crowell— all  of  which,  as  his  lit- 
erary executor,  do  withdraw  and 
expunge  from  the  record. 

From  Peter  Worden  (born  1008) 
to  myself,  I  am  satisfied  there  is 
a  direct  chain  of  evidence.  What 
I  \N{xni  to  be  sure  of,  by  record,  is 
whether  that  Peter  was  .-un.  of 
that  Samuel  who  was  born  10 10, 
(died  1716,  aged  70).  Samuel 
seems  to  have  had  sons  Isaac, 
Thomas,  Samuel— as  appears  by 
the  records  I  found  in  H.  L  and 
Ct.:  but  I  nowhere  saw  Peter 
named  as  such.  Mary's  will  (10S7, 
wife  of  Peter,  2d)  names  on.ly  her 
son  Samuel.  He  died  without  a 
will  and  I  find  no  report  ot  the 
settlement  of  his  estate  beyond 
the  appointment  uf  his  son  Isaac, 
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and  then  Isaac's  widow  Rebokah, 
in  New  London,  1717-18.  If  you 
can  refer  nie  to  any  source  of 
proof  that  Peter  (1()68)  was  Sam- 
ueKs  son  (1646)  I  should  be  very 
glad  of  it.    Please  inform  me. 

As  matters  of  curiosity,  I  would 
-like  copies  of  the  will  of  Petei 
1st,  and  Peter,  2d.  I  suppose  they 
are  to  be  found  in  Plymouth 
Please  let  me  know  to  whom  I 
shall  there  apply,  and  I  will  write 
to  him. 

I  would  also  ask  the  loan  of 
your  copy  of  Samuel  Worden's 
deed  to  Chapman,  and  would  (af- 
ter copying)  return  it  to  you 
safely. 

Please  also  tell  me  to  whom  I 
should  write  in  Boston,  should  I 
desire  to  have  information  from 
their  earliest  records. 

Now,  sir,  I  fear  that,  (from  the 
multiplicity  of  your  engagements,) 
I  may  be  asking  too  nmch  from  a 
liberal  man,  but  I  know  not  how 
to  get  at  the  facts  otherwise,  and 
hope  you  will  answer  this  at  once, 
so  it  'will  not  be  forgotten. 

I  feel  somewhat  improved  m 
health.

Connecting  the  Wordens  of  Bos- 
ton with  the  Yarmouth  Branch. 
— A  Pennsylvania  Yankee,  who 
is  All-Yankee. 


Lewisburg.  Pa.,  22d  May,  1800. 
Dear  Sir: 

This  week,  I  had  made 
some  calculations  to  be  in  Bos- 
ton, and  take  Cape  Cod  and  Barn- 
stable and  Rhode  Island  on  my 
homeward  way.  But  I  am  disap- 
pointed. 

Mr.  Paige  said,  "I  have  no 
knowledge  of  the  Worden  family, 
in  the  male  line,  except  the  first 
three  generations—  Peter,  Peter 
and  Samuel.  I  am  a  descendant 
from  this  stock,  through  Mercy 
(dau.  of  the  2d  Peter),  who  mar- 
ried Kenelm  Winslow,  and  died 
1688." 

You  see  this  is  not  what— I  sup- 
pose—you furnished  him,  for  it  is 
less  than  I  found  in  Savage's 
Genealogy. 

I  enclose  two  dollars  to  pay 
for  the  trouble  of  transcribing  all 
you  have  relative  to  the  family. 
You  say  "the  Wordens  removed 
early  to  Boston  and  Rhode  Island." 
My  brief  mem.  from  Savage  places 
the  Wordens  in  Boston  before 
they  were  in  Y'armouth,  and  does 
not  point  out  that  they  were  akin. 

Of  course,  you  have  authority, 
I  suppose,  for  your  inference -- 
probably,  some  records  outside  oi 
what  Savage  gives.  If  not  t'^o 
much  tr,ouble,  please  •  give  the 
links  between  those  in  Boston  and 
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those  in  YarinouUi,  and  also  the 
evidence  that  they  came  into 
Rhode  Island,  where  (in  1751,  aged 
2i  years,  in  Warwick)  Peter  Wor- 
den  was  ordaiaed  a  Baptist  min- 
ister, having  been  born  (I  know 
not  where)  in  June,  1728.  He 
preached  at  Tower  Hill,  Coven- 
try, and  on  the  Island.  In  1770, 
he  moved  to  Cheshire,  Mass.,  and 
died  in  1808.  He  had  three  broth- 
ers—John, Sylvester  and  Elisha.  I 
am  a  descendant  of  John.  Capt. 
John  L.  Worden,  of  the  Monitor, 
is  a  descendant— so  reported— of 
Sylvester.  There  are  'Some  thou- 
sands of  those  four  brothers, 
probably,  living  or  dead. 

Your  first  leisure  moment, 
please  give  me  what  you  have— 
and  guess  somewhat  in  addition— 
to  help  me  make  out  the  whole 
case.  Connect  the  Bostonians  with 
the  Yarmoutliites— then  land  them 
safely  in  little  Rhoda-  and  I 
think  I  can  find  them  in  every 
state  from  New  Hampshire  to 
Oregon. 

I  see  there  is  a  Dennis,  S.  Den- 
nis and  W.  Dennis— and  Hyannis 
is  the  end  of  the  Cape  Cod  rail- 
way. Now  please  tell  me  near 
which  of  the  Dennises  is  the 
Worden  grave  yard — whether  there 
are  readable  tombstones  in  it — 
how  to  reach  it — and  any  other 
incidental  fact  that  wd  interest 
me  on  a  surveying  expedition  to 
the  (supposed)  grave  of  my  an- 
cestors. Do  you  know  of  any 
Worden  descendants,  of  that  or 
any  other  name,  in  your  region? 


Would  your  town  records  o:  coun- 
ty records,  not  add  something  to 
the  tombstone  memoranda? 

Now^  be  as  clever,  and  as  learned, 
and  as  profound,  as  you  can. 
Artemisia  Otis  was  my  "first 
flame"— like  as  not  one  of  your 
kith!  I  am  all  Yankee  in  my 
parentage!  I  have  eaten  codfish 
all  my  years,  if  not  all  my  days  I 
I  have  defended  and  lauded  Mas- 
sachusetts long  before  I  supposed 
she  ever  sheltered  my  an..'(?storsI 
I  have— here  in  Dutchdom— "suf- 
fered some"  on  suspicion  of  being 
a  "Yankee"  myself!!!

Dear  Sir 

Yours  of  the  20th  inst.  was  re- 
ceived last  evening.  I  am  glad  to 
learn  that  you  have  been  so 
successful  in  your  res<'arches. 
The  same  difficulty  in  regard  to 
the  two  sons  Isaac  of  Isaac  Robin- 
son struck  me.  I  have  met  with 
several  instances  in  England  about 
the  time  of  the  settlement  of  New 
England  or  a  little  previous  where 
two  sons  of  the  same  person  bear- 
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ing  one  name  were  living'  at  the 
siinjo  time;  but  I  do  not  recollect 
•any  in  this  country  just  now.  Mr 
Felt  in  his  History  of  Ipswich 
stales  that  Samuel  Symonds  of 
that  town  had  two  sons  bearing 
one  name,  but  in  the  copy  in  tht 
library  of  the  Mass.  Historical 
society  he  has  made  various  cr)r- 
rections,  and  one  of  these  correc 
tions  is  to  draw  a  pen  across  this 
sentence. 

Mr  Pease  copies  from  the  Fal- 
mouth Records  the  death  as  that 
of  Isaac  Robinson,  Junior.  Now  I 
imagine  it  would  be  very  easy  foi 
the  town  clerk  to  mistake  Israel 
for  Isaac;  but  why  should  he  add 
the  word  Junior?  Gould  it  be  that 
after  the  death  of  Isaac  Jr.  in 
IG08,  the  name  of  Israel  was 
changed  to  Isaac?  I  know  of  no 
instance  at  so  early  a  date  of  such 
a  change,  but  a  later  period  1 
Iiave  met  with  quite  a  number 
It  is  well  known  that  Thoma 
Paine,  the  poet,  after  the  death 
of  his  elder  brother,  Robert  Treat 
Paine,  Jr.,  had  his  name  clianged 
to  that— in  order,  as  he  said,  that 
he  might  have  a  Christian  name. 

It  was  too  late  after  the  death 
of  the  first  Isaac  Jr.  for  his  father 
to  have  another  son  and  name 
him  Isaac.  At  least  such  was  my 
impression  when  I  examined  Mr 
'Pease's  Memo.

Thomas,  b.  Oct.  29,  1691,  and 
Ephraim,  b.  May  22,  1694.  Wheth- 
er he  had  other  children  or  not 
I  cannot  tell.  Probably  not.  He 
died  in  1697. 

Thomas  settled  at  Barnstable. 
I  think  he  had  other  children  be- 
sides- those  you  sent  me. 

Ephraim  Dean  had  three  daugh- 
ters by  his  wife  Ann  born  at 
Provincetown,  viz. 

Eunice,  Nov.  10,  1725. 
Thankful,  Feb.  8,  1727-8. 
Ann,  Mar.  4,  1730-31. 

I  know  nothing  further  about 
Ephraim. 

There  are  numerous  descendants 
of  Thomas  living  but  they  are 
very  much  scattered.  Archelaus 
Deane  Atwood,  Esq.,  of  Orrington 
is  a  descendant  and  could  furnish 
more  about  the  family  than  anyone 
else  that  I  know.
